Farming. — Farming is carried on in 
Utah wherever lands are irrigated or 
where there is enough rainfall at the 
proper season of the year to grow crops. 
The principal crops grown are alfalfa and 
other hay ; sugar beets and grains, chiefly 
‘eat: and fruits and vegetables. Hay | 
crops are important because stock rais- 
ing is so important. Where there is 
plenty of water, the lower irrigated 
valleys will produce from three to four 
crops of alfalfa a year.
